Congress yesterday passed and 


sent to President Truman authori- 
zation for 540 million dollars' emer- 
gency aid abroad—not very much 
less than the amount the president 
had recommended.

at bedtime. This is advisable only 
if 
re-commended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 
times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods'during the night 
in order to urinate.

possible after three or four o'clock 
in the afternoon. 
Anolher sug- 


gestion which has been made, is 
to give a level teaspoonful of table 
salt with a little .jam on a cracker 
at bedtime. This is advisable only 
if 
re-commended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 
times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods'during the night 
in order to urinate. 


Subconscious reasons 


When 
enurcsis 
continues 
be- 


yond the age at which it should 
disappear, it is probably because 
of one or more of three psycholo- 
gical conditions in the child.

to give a level teaspoonful of table 
salt with a little .jam on a cracker 
at bedtime. This is advisable only 
if 
re-commended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 
times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods'during the night 
in order to urinate.

gestion which has been made, is 
to give a level teaspoonful of table 
salt with a little .jam on a cracker 
at bedtime. This is advisable only 
if 
re-commended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 
times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods'during the night 
in order to urinate.

When 
enurcsis 
continues

yond the age at which it should 
disappear, it is probably because 
of one or more of three psycholo- 
gical conditions in the child.

at bedtime. This is advisable only 
if 
re-commended by the doctor. 


Good results are obtained some- 
times by awakening the youngster 
at definite periods'during the night 
in order to urinate.
